Only time will 
tell if it works.” 

Kate Wilkinson, owner of 
Flower Fountain, said: “My 
concern was the unloading 
bays would be filled up with 
shoppers parking, but this 
morning it was fine for me to 
park. The road is looking 
clearer too. I’ll give it a week 
before I fully judge it.” 

Andy Newns, owner of 
Military Zone in High 
Street, said: “The test will 
come for it when the market 
is open during the week.” 

Fishing ban 
will be lifted 

PLANS to lift a three-month 
fishing ban at a pool on the 
Dudley border have been 
rubber-stamped. 

It is claimed the three- 
month closed season at 
Great Pool, in Himley Park, 
is leading to illegal fishing.

Jobs at risk 
as hospital 
cuts laundry 

UP to 14 jobs are at risk under plans to axe 
the staff uniform laundry service as part of 
cost-cutting measures at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital, it has emerged. 

Staff are being asked to wash their own 
uniforms instead as bosses bid to trim £15 
million off their budgets by March next 
year. 

It comes as up to 64 positions are also 
under threat as part of proposals to reduce 
the opening hours of the canteen. The pro¬ 
posal to axe the laundry service for staff uni¬ 
forms will save the Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust £63,000 per year. 

Unison, which represents workers at the 
hospital, said up to 14 jobs could be under 
threat. The union’s regional organiser 
Tracy Wood said: “We have been told they 
are looking to reduce the laundry staff and 
we are in consultation. It’s very sad times 
and very hard for the workers whose jobs 
are under threat.” 

Interserve have confirmed a 30-day con¬ 
sultation was underway with laundry staff 
as well as the canteen workers but said it 
was too early to confirm exactly how many 
jobs would be lost. 

Chief executive Paula Clark said: “The 
Trust has taken the decision to stop this 
laundry service from April 1. This brings 
The Dudley Group in line with many other 
NHS trusts.”

“We hope that this scheme, as part of our 
wider regeneration plans, will help us max¬ 
imise the market’s potential and encourage 
more people from the borough and beyond 
to visit Dudley, increasing footfall and ben¬ 
efiting traders and retailers in the town.” 

National Market Traders Federation 
chief executive, Joe Harrison, added: 
“Many of our well-known brands started 
life on the markets and we know many peo¬ 
ple want to take that leap into starting their 
own business.”

Warning 
of tough 
times by 
councillor 

THE boss of finance at Dud¬ 
ley Council is warning there 
are tough times ahead fol¬ 
lowing the rubber-stamping 
of the council’s budget. 

Council tax will be frozen 
for a third year in a row 
under the Labour-proposed 
budget agreed on Monday - 
but savings of £27.5million 
over the next three years 
will need to be found. 

Councillor Peter Lowe, 
said the cuts were in 
response to the 19 per cent 
reduction in funding from 
the Government over the 
next three years. 

He said a decision to keep 
council tax frozen for a third 
year running was down to 
the current economic situa¬ 
tion and a four-month con¬ 
sultation which involved 
more than 4,000 people. 

Most people answering 
the consultation said they 
would pay more in their 
council tax - but 60 per cent 
said an increase should not 
be more than two per cent. 

Councillor Lowe said: “We 
think in these hard eco¬ 
nomic times and having lis¬ 
tened to the people of Dudley 
that a council tax freeze is by 
far the best option we can 
offer. 

“Make no doubt, there are 
tough times ahead, but if we 
can continue to listen to the 
public and find ways to save 
money while, where possible 
keeping community assets, 
we will be pleased,” he 
added. 

DNA scheme 
on burglars 

POLICE are leading a new 
scheme aimed at beating 
prolific burglars across Dud¬ 
ley. 

They say the time has 
come to hit back at thieves 
who are breaking into 
homes and businesses to 
steal precious items. 

Officers will visit victims 
and use a liquid to mark 
property and the entry to 
premises where burglars 
may force their way inside. 

It brands items with an 
“DNA code”, allowing police 
to link a suspect to the stolen 
items or raided property.

Almost 90 per cent get first school 


CLOSE to nine out of 10 pupils in 
Dudley have landed their first- 
choice secondary school place this 
year. 

Council chiefs said 89 per cent of 
pupils will get their first preference, 
which is an improvement on last 
year. Tens of thousands of children 
across the country have been finding 
out which school they will be going 
to in September. 

The number of pupils being 


offered their top choice school in 
Dudley has increased slightly from 
88 per cent last year to 89 per cent 
this year. 

For the 2013 year there were a 
total of 3,206 secondary applications 
- this was down on last year’s figure 
3,258. Of those, around 2,853 have 
been offered their first choice for the 
September 2013 year. This compares 
to 2,867 applications last year. 

Dudley Council spokesman Phil 


Parker said this year 98 per cent of 
pupils received a place at one of 
their top three choice schools. 

Meanwhile in Sandwell around 80 
per cent of pupils will get their first 
preference. 

For the 2013 year there were 
4,503 secondary applications that 
included a Sandwell school as a pref¬ 
erence. Of those, a total of 3,476 
applications listed a Sandwell school 
as a first preference and of those, 


2,743 were offered. This compares to 
4,543 applications for the Septem¬ 
ber 2012 year that included 
Sandwell school as a preference. 

Of those, there were 3,699 first 
preferences for a place in a Sandwell 
school and out of those, 2,731 were 
offered - 73.83 per cent. 

Figures released in October last 
year revealed that more than 3,000 
parents in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire lodged appeals.

The Ministry of Defence 
has unveiled a design for the 
Arctic Star medal for the 
men and women who served 
on the convoys taking sup¬ 
plies to Russia during the 
war. 

The medals, which will 
begin to be sent out within 
weeks, were made in answer 
to a long campaign by veter¬ 
ans and their families for 
formal recognition for their 
work.

Olympian 
Kristian's 
gym hit by 
cash loss 

THE Halesowen gymnastics 
club of Olympic champion 
Kristian Thomas has hit 
“rock bottom” after a move in 
the town was scuppered - 
resulting in the loss of almost 
£300,000 from a sports grant. 

Earls Gymnastics Club was 
to start work this week on an 
active health centre at the 
former Wheel Spin go-karting 
track in Dudley Road after 
receiving planning permis¬ 
sion. 

The move from the club’s 
home at Earls High School 
was described as critical to its 
future and was to be paid for 
by the £281,000 grant from 
British Gymnastics in 
November.

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Calls for 
chapel to 
be bigger 

COUNCIL funding to 
improve Stourbridge Cre¬ 
matorium has been wel¬ 
comed - but ward 
councillors say they still 
want more to be done. 

At a full Dudley Council 
meeting, members agreed to 
a proposed capital funding 
budget, which included 
£68,000 to be spent on bring¬ 
ing the crematorium up to 
current standards. 

The work will see Dudley 
Council, the crematorium’s 
operator, upgrade equip¬ 
ment and refurbish the 
chapel. 

But Councillor Elizabeth 
Walker said more needed to 
be spent on increasing the 
capacity of the chapel to stop 
people having to stand 
outside during services. She 
said: “It is extremely diffi¬ 
cult to address the whole 
assembly at a funeral when 
many people are stood 
outside. 

“We really need to look at 
increasing the capacity, as 
well as the work planned.” 

Councillor David Caunt 
said: “It has been my misfor¬ 
tune to visit a services at 
Stourbridge Crematorium. 

“It strikes me that the 
money put foward is not 
enough - this is a big project. 
I wonder if we could create 
more space within the 
chapel.” 

New service 
for housing 

A NEW housing support 
service has been set up for 
residents in Dudley. The 
council’s housing depart¬ 
ment is running a drop-in 
service. 

In Halesowen sessions are 
held at the Hope Centre, 
Block 11, Andrew Road, 
Halesowen on Wednesdays 
from 10am until noon. In 
Brierley Hill at the housing 
office, Yeovil Court, Brierley 
Hill on Thursday from 10am 
until noon. In Stourbridge 
sessions are held at Stour¬ 
bridge Library, Market 
Street, Stourbridge on 
Thursdays from 1.30pm 
until 3.30pm.

Russells Hall parking fees to rise in cutbacks 



PARKING charges will rise and canteen 
opening hours will be slashed as part of 
cost-cutting measures at Dudley’s three 
hospitals. 

Staff will also be asked to wash their uni¬ 
forms at home rather than use the hospital 
trust’s laundry service, which is being 
axed. Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust, which runs the sites, including Rus¬ 
sells Hall Hospital, needs to save £15 
million by March 2014. 

Bosses say proposals to increase car park 
fees will bring in more than £300,000 a 
year, which can be spent on clinical serv¬ 


ices. It means from April it will cost £5.50 
to park for more than three hours - up from 
£5.40. 

Free parking time has been cut from 30 
to 10 minutes and it will now cost £1 to 
park for up to 30 minutes, when previously 
there had been no charge. 

Under the plans, parking for up to an 
hour will be increased to £2 from £1.30. 

The fee for up to one and a half hours will 
be £3 - up from £1.90 and the cost of 
parking for up to three hours will rise to £4 
from £3.20. 

Parking fees were last increased in 


August 2011. Chief executive Paula Clark 
said: “We do not take decisions to increase 
charges to patients lightly and this brings 
the cost of our parking in line with many 
other trusts locally.” 

Plans to scale-back the canteen opening 
hours at Russells Hall, including closing it 
at weekends, will save the hospital trust 
£110,000 per year. 

Staff are being consulted on the move 
which has put up to 64 jobs at risk. 

Union bosses have spoken out against 
the move and have vowed to work the hos¬ 
pital to “minimise job losses”. Hospital 


bosses say the move follows a reduction in 
customers. Under the proposals, the 
canteen would only be open between 7am 
and 2.30pm Monday to Friday. 

It is currently open between 7am and 
8pm each day. The Costa Coffee branch will 
not be affected by the changes. 

Ms Clark said: “Any decisions to reduce 
services or facilities that we provide are 
very difficult to make but, as our commit¬ 
ment to providing the highest standard of 
care for patients remains our highest prior¬ 
ity, we feel it is better to make savings from 
non clinical services.” 


Increased charges at hospital 
are attacked as just greedy 


COUNCILLORS in Dudley have attacked the 
planned rises in car park charges at Russells 
Hall Hospital as greedy. 

Charges will go up at the site from April in a move aimed 
at bringing in more than £300,000 a year. 

Labour councillor Bryan Cotterill, who has campaigned 
to keep the car parking free of charge, said the proposals 
were “absolutely appalling and immoral”. 

The Quarry Bank and Dudley Wood councillor said: 

“People don’t go to hospital H U«» Qhjamn MsiTiS 
for the joy of it. They go OlWOn IVIdmS 


because they’re poorly or to 
visit someone who is poorly. 

“I can see no justification 
for these charges apart from 
greed. 

“We live in a greedy and 
selfish society.” 

Councillor Cotterill was a 
patient at the hospital in 
January and said the 
charges his visitors had to 
pay left him “fuming”.

He said he would like to 
hear from hospital car park 
managers Interserve what 
sort of profit it makes from 
the car park “because this is 
just hurting people when 
they’re at their lowest”. 

The proposals were 
announced this week as part 
of wider plans by Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation 
Trust to save £15 million in 
2014-15. 

Dudley Council leader 
David Sparks said: “The 
council has no control over 
the issue but we have to deal 
with the problem of people 
being driven out of hospital 


car parks on to neighbour¬ 
ing streets and roads.” 

Trust chief executive 
Paula Clark said: “We do not 
take decisions to increase 
charges to patients lightly 
and this brings the cost of 
our parking in line with 
many other trusts locally." 

Councillor Cotterill 
added: “I realise there 
should perhaps be some 
charge because the place 
still needs to be kept tidy 
and swept and the lighting 
maintained. 

“This should be some 
means of standard token fee 
such as a 50p fee. I don't 
think anybody would mind 
that but these charges are 
just about making a profit." 

Dudley Council leader 
David Sparks said car¬ 
parking charges at hospitals 
were “a national scandal”. 

There should be a 
national inquiry into this 
area as Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal is just one of many that 
are constantly increasing 
their charges.”

The 4ft tall, Georgian- 
style one-and-a-half-ton 
statue - called Dryad and 
Boar - was bought by the 
family in the 1960s for £200 
but Mr Hannam values it at 
£4,000-£6,000 and says it

When the owner of the

The Bromsgrove Guild, 
founded by Walter Gilbert 
in 1898, was based on prin¬ 
ciples of the Arts and Crafts 
movement.

New law is working on metal thefts 


METAL theft across the West Mid¬ 
lands is at its lowest level in two 
years, claim police, with chiefs prais¬ 
ing new laws to cut cash payments 
for scrap. 

Latest figures showed reports 
peaking last May with around 850 
metal thefts a month, but in Decem¬ 
ber there were 100. 

It still equates to more than three 
a day, but the region’s Police and 


Crime Commissioner Bob Jones paid 
tribute to officers’ efforts to drive 
down a problem that had become the 
scourge of churches, schools, home- 
owners and even blighted the public 
transport network. Mr Jones said: 
“Metal thefts in December 2012 were 
the lowest we’ve seen, which is a 
huge achievement. I would like to 
congratulate West Midlands Police 
and partners for making this possi¬ 


ble. The police, local authorities, 
MPs, councillors, and many others 
campaigned for many years to end 
cash payments for scrap metal, and 
we are starting to see the fruits of 
these new laws.” 

Mr Jones said the public and 
private sector had teamed up to 
tackle metal thieves, and that collab¬ 
oration was now paying dividends. A 
recent joint inspection showed the 


results, he said, as it included West 
Midlands Police, British Transport 
Police, BT, Virgin Media and repre¬ 
sentatives from the firm producing 
Smart Water - an invisible substance 
used to forensically mark goods so 
they are easier to trace if they are 
stolen. Network Rail figures showed 
crooks struck 98 times on train lines 
in the region between April 2010 and 
August last year.

Landslide

A ROAD in Stourbridge 
closed after a landslide on 
Christmas Eve will be par¬ 
tially reopened within two 
weeks. 

Dudley Council was forced 
to shut Red Hill after a wall 
collapsed causing piles of 
earth to fall on the road and 
block the route. Work has 
since been carried out to the 
retaining wall and officers 
hope to reopen one lane of 
the affected stretch on 
March 11. 

The work involves shoring 
the bank, which runs along 
the end of gardens in Mar¬ 
garet Drive, with wooden 
rakes and will cost £10,000. 

At a recent full council 
meeting, Councillor Judy 
Foster, said officers were 
working with nearby resi¬ 
dents on the scheme. A 
meeting was held with resi¬ 
dents in Cranbourne Road, 
one of the streets impacted 
by a diversion. 

Councillor Ray Burston 
said: “I am pleased to hear 
that the council has received 
the funds for essential work 
to maintain the highway.

“The road had 2,000 daily 
users and there is already a 
situation of vehicles mount¬ 
ing the pavements of sur¬ 
rounding roads and causing 
a danger.”

The three were charged with failing 
to give the animals suitable food, to 
investigate properly when they started 
to lose weight and that they had teth¬ 
ered the horses inappropriately. 

Following the guilty pleas, Jackie 
Hickman, an RSPCA inspector and 
equine officer, said: “This was a serious 
case of equine neglect involving more 
than one animal and I’m pleased the 
family have acknowledged their 
responsibility towards these animals, 
albeit at a very late stage in proceed¬ 
ings.” 

The horses had been kept at Fens 
Pool Nature Reserve between Novem¬ 
ber 2 and December 22, in 2011. 

Amanda and Kevin Hickman 
appeared at Dudley Magistrates’ Court 
on February 26 for trial but at the last 
minute they entered guilty pleas. 

Walter Hickman was unable to 
attend because he had been taken to 
hospital during the weekend. All three 
were bailed unconditionally while a 
pre-sentence report is prepared . 

They will be sentenced on March 20.

Colourful and long-serving Jack dies at 94

COLOURFUL, charismatic and 
fully committed to the people he rep¬ 
resented - long-serving Dudley 
councillor Jack Wilson MBE was 
“one of a kind in politics” to most 
people who knew him. 

The former councillor who served 
Coseley from 1949 to 2002 was often 
remembered for putting his con¬ 
stituents before political party, 
fiercely lobbying fellow politicians 
and his memorable catchphrase “Do 
you know who I am?”. 

His life of public service was 
arguably unrivalled he was first 


elected to Coseley Urban District 
Council, then Staffordshire County 
Council, followed by Dudley 
Borough Council until he retired 
due to ill health. 

Recently, he is perhaps best 
known for his long campaigning to 
save Coseley Baths, an issue which 
left him “deeply upset” when it was 
demolished in 2010, according to his 
son John. 

He was mayor of Dudley in 1975- 
76 and was awarded an MBE and 
Freeman of Dudley in 1989. Follow¬ 
ing his death at Broadway Hall Care 


Home in Dudley on February 23, 
aged 94, colleagues at Dudley 
Council paid tribute to him. 

Councillor Les Jones said: “People 
like Jack who are really committed 
to the local community and spend 
their entire life time helping them 
are hard to find. I know Jack was 
very well respected on both sides of 
the chamber. “His catchphrase ‘Do 
you know who I am?’ will be long 
remembered by all who knew him. 
He was truly a one of a kind in poli¬ 
tics.” Mr Wilson was born at the 
New Inn in Broad Street, Coseley - 


the pub his parents John and Maud 
ran. He attended Mount Pleasant 
School in Coseley, before leaving at 
14 and pursuing a career in men’s 
fashion, setting up a business sup¬ 
plying nearby traders with clothes. 

He married Margaret Wilson, at 
Ebenezer Church in Coseley in 
1966. His son, John Wilson, 44, said: 
“He was certainly an enthusiastic 
person dedicated to the cause of 
Coseley and wider area. The four 
key things in his life were family, 
Coseley, the fire service and educa¬ 
tion.” 


Teacher given life ban over 
indecent images of children 


A TEACHER from Dudley has been banned from UK classrooms for 
life after being jailed for having hundreds of indecent images and 
videos of children on his computer. 

Gregory Worwood taught history at St Edmund’s Catholic School, Wolverhampton 
where he was arrested in September 2011. The 26-year-old, of Himley Road, Dudley, was 
jailed for 18 months and told to sign the sex offenders register for 10 years last July. 

Now Education Secretary Michael Gove has backed a recommendation from a Teaching 
Agency disciplinary panel that Worwood, formerly of Tettenhall Road, Wolverhampton, 


Fears stray 
horses will 
become food 

STRAY horses, known as fly grazers, 
roaming the region could be ending up in the 
food chain claim farmers. 

The concerns were announced on the 
same day that furniture giant Ikea 
announced it is withdrawing wiener 
sausages in Britain, France, Spain, Ireland 
and Portugal after tests confirmed “a few 
indications of horse meat”. 

Farming bosses have now called for 
stricter control on “shambolic” horse pass¬ 
port regulations in the wake of the horse 
meat scandal and Tesco announced it will 
source more of its meat from the UK. The 
move comes two days after it withdrew 
Swedish meatballs from stores across 
Europe, Asia and the Caribbean. 

Farmers are concerned the horses, known 
as fly grazers, are being shipped across the 
border to abattoirs on the continent using 
forged passports. 

There are worries these fly grazers could 
include horses that are left to roam on land, 
or are tethered, in Tipton. Sandwell council¬ 
lor Derek Rowley said: “There are foals in 
Tipton and when they are six months old 
they mysteriously go missing, and they have 
done for years. 

“There have always been rumours the 
horse owners are shipping the foals to 
Belgium. I don’t know what to believe, but 
they go somewhere because they are not 
stopping round here. ” The National Farmers 
Union adviser David Collier said: “It does 
seem quite plausible that horses from Tipton 
are ending up in the food chain.” 


should be struck off. 

Mr Gove said: “This is clearly a very 
serious case and one which shows Mr 
Worwood has very seriously breached the 
standard of behaviour expected of a teacher. 
It is in the public interest that Mr Worwood 
be prohibited from teaching. Moreover, in 
the light of the seriousness of the offences, 
there should be no review period.” 

The decision means Worwood is banned 
from teaching indefinitely in any school, 
sixth form college, relevant youth accom¬ 
modation or children’s home in England, 
although he has a right of appeal to the High 
Court. 

Serious 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told 
last July that Worwood uploaded some 
images and movies on to a file-sharing 
website. He had more than 700 images and 
movies of children, with 15 films classed as 
the most serious category. He had pleaded 
guilty to nine charges of possessing inde¬ 
cent images and one of distribution. 

Passing sentence, Judge Martin Walsh 
told him: “You had absolutely no control 
over where the images went. They are 
images of real children being subjected to 
real abuse.” None of the images or films 
involved pupils from St Edmund’s. 

The Teaching Agency disciplinary panel 
has also published its findings into the case, 
saying: “Mr Worwood, in behaving in this 
way, fell far below the personal and profes¬ 
sional standards the public expect teachers 
to observe. By behaving as he did, Mr 
Worwood has undermined public confi¬ 
dence in the profession.

Scouts have lost an 
‘exceptional’ leader 



George Cox MBE, who was 
dedicated to the Scouts, has 
died aged 89, HEATHER LARGE 
looks back over his life 


TRIBUTES have been paid 
to an “exceptional” scout 
leader who has died after 
more than five decades of 
service. 

George Cox, who was awarded an 
MBE for his work in the community in 
Sedgley, was 89. 

The former Royal Marine had worked 
tirelessly for 1st Sedgley Scout Group 
since the 1960s which included fundrais¬ 
ing for a headquarters as members were 
using makeshift rented accommodation. 

His dream became reality with the 
opening of a new building in 1977 and it 
is still used today by the scouts and 
other community groups, including 1st 
Sedgley Morris Men of which he was an 
honorary member. 

Cox’s Folly stands proud in the 
grounds in recognition of his legacy. 

Retiring 

After retiring from scout leadership, 
he remained an active member of the 
Scout Active Support Unit and volun¬ 
tary caretaker for Jubilee Scout Hall - 
the building he worked so hard to cre¬ 
ate. 

Vice-chairman of 1st Sedgley Scout 
Group, David Baugh said: “Typically he 
could always be found behind the scenes 
or in the kitchen helping run events: 
bedding plant sales, Burn’s nights, May 
fayres, coffee mornings and open nights. 
It gave him immense satisfaction to see 
the building well-maintained and being 
used by young and old.” 

In recognition to his commitment to 
Scouting, he was awarded the Medal of 
Meritorious Conduct by the Scout Asso¬ 
ciation in 1985 and in 2003 the Silver 


Acorn for “distinguished service”. In 
1993 Mr Cox researched and published 
a book on the history of 1st Sedgley 
Scout Group from 1910 and he planted 
a commemorative tree in the Scout 
grounds in 2007 to mark 100 years of 
Scouting. 

Mr Cox was also a member of Sedgley 
Local History Society and in 2001 he 
responded to a national appeal by the 


Imperial War Museum for help in iden¬ 
tifying and recording war memorials. 

George recruited volunteers to help 
and more than 60 previously 
unrecorded memorials have so far been 
identified in this ongoing exercise. 

George has visited them all and 
painstakingly recorded every detail of 
their design, insignia and rolls of hon¬ 
our. In 1993 George accepted an invita¬ 


tion to serve as a Trustee to the 
Museum of the Ancient Manor of Sedg¬ 
ley. His other community work included 
a long-standing role in the Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch scheme and even at the age 
of 86 he was helping to take elderly res¬ 
idents to hospital appointments or to 
the Post Office to collect their pensions. 

He would also a weekly run collecting 
and delivering groceries for the elderly 
or infirm. 

George also developed the local area 
Neighbourhood Watch scheme into a 
community service which provided DIY 
to residents, home help for the elderly, 
a reputable traders directory and an 
emergency call-out list. 

He also developed a road safety train¬ 
ing scheme for youngsters and, 
arranged with the fire service to install 
smoke detectors into the homes of the 
elderly. 

Outstanding 

In 2004 George became the first recip¬ 
ient of The Frank Foley Award for Out¬ 
standing Services to the Community, in 
Dudley which was presented by the 
then Mayor of Dudley, Rosemary 
Tomkinson. 

George also organised a used stamp 
which pulled in more than one milli on 
which were used by charitable organisa¬ 
tions for resale beneficiaries included, 
St Johns Ambulance, RNLI, Cancer 
Research, Oxfam, Guide Dogs for the 
Blind, The British Kidney Association, 
Children's Liver Diseases Foundation, 
Action Heart, Leprosy Association, 
Arthritis Association, The Snowdrop 
Appeal and Charities for Children.. 

Mr Cox, who served with the Royal 
Marines between 1942 and 1946, was a 
manager at paint manufacturers Man- 
der Brothers in Wolverhampton for 41 
years. 

He leaves his wife Josephine, two 
sons Andrew and Stephen, grandson 
Mark and granddaughter Elisabeth. 

Paying tribute, Mr Baugh, said Mr 
Cox has been “an exceptional man, a 
true friend and scout.”

JB’s knocked back as bid 
for banquets is refused 


THE NEW owners of revamped 
nightclub JB’s have suffered a 
knockback as their bid to host 
conferences and banquets has 
been thrown out. 

Its bosses were hoping to use Dudley Zoo’s 
private car park for the use of guests during 
functions at the venue. 

But in a letter to council planners, the 
zoo’s chief executive Peter Suddock said the 
car park, off Castle Hill, Dudley, is strictly 
for use of the attraction’s customers and has 
restricted opening hours. 

Dudley Council’s planning department 
this week announced it has refused a retro¬ 
spective application on a change of use for 
the nightclub to allow JB’s to hold other 
events such as conferences and banqueting. 

But JB’s owner Ramesh Ahir, who 
reopened the former rock music venue last 
year, said it was business as usual and added 
he would be consulting solicitors over 
launching an appeal against the council’s 
decision. 

He says that nightclub customers have 
been able to use the car park under previous 
owners and he hopes to come to an agree¬ 
ment with the zoo. 

Planning officers, in a report announcing 
the decision, said: “The continued use of the 
property for a mix of uses including a night¬ 
club, banqueting suite and conference facil¬ 
ities would raise significant highway safety 
concerns.” Mr Ahir today said he was disap¬ 
pointed by the decision, adding: “We will 
carry on and stay open but we will look to 
appeal against this.”

DUDLEY industrial artist Luke 
Perry is posing a question to resi¬ 
dents after being commissioned 
with creating new artwork to take 
pride of place inside Stourbridge’s 
redeveloped Crown Centre. 

The stylish piece of metal art 
would be suspended above the 
entrance to Stourbridge Library 
which forms a focal point for the 
centre surrounding it. 

Mr Perry has been commissioned 
by Tesco, which is behind the devel¬ 
opment scheme. But he says resi¬ 
dents’ views will help inspire the 
final design. Workshops were held at 
Stourbridge Library for people to 
give their own ideas which could 


form part of the new artwork. The 
29-year-old artist from Cradley 
Heath, said: “The town has a real 
industrial heritage and we’d love to 
reflect that. Even though it is Tesco 
paying for the artwork, we have 
freedom to do what we want. It’s 
important to get it right as it will be 
seen by generations of people in the 
future.” 

Mr Perry says initial ideas are 
based around literature and books 
and would hang from the new 
atrium linking the library and the 
rest of the new shopping centre con¬ 
taining the Tesco supermarket. 

It would be made from stainless 
steel.

Plumber in 

attack with 

crowbar on 
woman's car 


A DUDLEY PLUMBER smashed up a woman’s 
car with a crowbar on a busy road then told 
police he had no recollection of it. 

Dominic Haskew had been embroiled in a row with the 
victim as they drove along the A456 in Halesowen and took 
offence when she gestured towards him. Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told how Haskew slammed his brakes on 
and then attacked the car ■ by Adam Thompson 
before driving off. ■__!_ 1 _ 


The attack on April 21 
last year showered the 
victim and her husband in 
glass but she was able to 
note his registration. 

When police arrived at the 
51-year-old’s home in Bury 
Crescent, Wollescote, Stour¬ 
bridge, his number plates 
had been removed but when 
he was questioned by offi¬ 
cers he claimed he couldn’t 
remember anything about 
the attack. 

It emerged in the case 
that Haskew had himself 
been a victim of an 
attempted robbery when he 
was hit over the head with a 
metal bar and thieves 
attempted to take his tools. 

Mr Michael Aspinall, 
defending, said: “There’s 
not a lot I can say about this 
offence because Mr Haskew 
can’t remember any of it - 
he can’t believe he had any 
involvement which explains 
his no comment in inter¬ 
view. He was the victim of an 


attack in 2011 where he was 
hit over the head with a 
metal bar. He suffered a 
heart attack a few months 
later. However, this is a 
shameful act, he pleaded 
guilty at the first available 
opportunity and his involve¬ 
ment in this offence is 
wholly wrong. ” 

Haskew admitted three 
charges of careless driving, 
criminal damage and affray. 

He was given a nine- 
month prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for 18 months and a 
12-month supervision order. 

He was also handed a two 
month curfew to stay at his 
home address between 1pm 
and midnight, six points on 
his licence and he must pay 
£250 compensation. 

Judge Michael Challinor 
while passing sentence said: 
“This offence has had a sig¬ 
nificant affect on the victim. 
By maintaining the attack 
there was intent to injure- 
her.”

Threatened child centres 
are safe for 12 months 


TWENTY under-threat children’s 
centres in one borough will 
remain open for at least another 
12 months despite cuts in funding 
that have left their long-term 
future in jeopardy. 

Concerns were raised for Dudley’s 20 
centres after a grant used to fund them was 
cut by £2.8million for 2013/14. 

But while neighbouring councils, includ¬ 
ing Wolverhampton, have announced centre 
closures, Dudley Council’s cabinet member 
for education, Tim Crumpton, said no 
centres in the borough would shut for at 
least a year. 

Instead, they will all be brought under the 
council’s full control from April 1. 

Councillor Crumpton, however, warned 
changes to the way the services are run were 
needed. He said: “We have made the decision 
to ensure no children’s centre will close over 
the next 12 months despite the cut in 
funding from the Government. 

“During the next 12 months we will be 
holding a consultation on the running of the 
centres - part of this will be to find how we 
can run them at a lower cost.” 

Currently five of the 20 children centres 
in the borough are managed by a contractor 
and another three are run by schools. From 
April 1, all will be fully managed by the 
council. The move will save £320,000. 

Wolverhampton City Council this week 
announced plans to reduce the number of its 
centres from 17 to eight after losing £3.88m 
of funding.

Spokesman for Staples, Olga Joven would 
not reveal the number of staff redundancies.

Eric snaps up top 
spot after 40 years 


PROLIFIC photographers 
from a Dudley club are aim¬ 
ing to click with the public at 
their annual exhibition. 

Veteran cameraman Eric Broadbent, 
now aged 83, is particularly chuffed. 

Mr Broadbent has snapped up the prize for 
best colour print for the first time in more than 
40 years with Dudley Camera Club. 

The shutters came off to unveil the show at 
Dudley Museum and Art Gallery on Saturday, 
displaying 178 mounted photos and a further 
128 images projected on a screen. 

They were selected from a total of 338 
prints and 182 projector images entered by 25 
of the club's 44 members. 

The overall best image was judged to be a 
fashionable monochrome shot of the Forest of 
Dean, taken by Michael Edwards, aged in his 
70s, from Sedgley. 

Mr Broadbent, the club secretary, who lives 
in Blakedown Road, Halesowen, was pleased 
that his own winning colour print was of a 
subject in the Dudley borough. 

It was of an A3 print of a multi-coloured 
contemporary glass bowl, which was on dis¬ 
play at the Festival of Glass at the Ruskin 
Centre in Stourbridge in August. 

Mr Broadbent has amassed a collection of 
almost 1,000 cameras over the years. 

“With foreign holidays more common these 
days, it’s quite unusual for a subject close to 
home to be picked as a winner,” said Mr 


Broadbent, retired director of patient services 
for the National Health Service in Sandwell. 
“I’ve taken best monochrome and various 
other prizes over the years since joining the 
club in 1969, but this is the first time I’ve won 
the one for the best colour print. 

“I’m pleased as punch. The bowl that is fea¬ 
tured in the shot was full of subtle tints and is 
not a conventional shape.” 

Other prints on display in the exhibition, 
which runs until April 27, include traditional 
landscapes, motor cycle racing on ice, and nat¬ 
ural history subjects. 

Earned 

Chairman of the club Barry Evans, aged 75, 
of Sedgley, has five of his shots of the RAF Cos- 
ford air show last June selected for show - four 
of them showing a display by the Red Arrows. 

His pictures have earned him the title of 
“best record shot”. 

“I used a digital camera - although there is 
a resurgence in enthusiast circles of using 
film, in spite of this forward march of modern 
digital models,” said Mr Evans, who has been 
a member of the club for three years. 

Mr Broadbent spoke of how lucky the club 
was to be in Dudley, saying: “There are pho¬ 
tographic societies all over the country - but 
hardly any of them has the facilities we’ve got. 

The club meets every Monday from Sep¬ 
tember to June at 7.30pm at the Central 
Methodist Church, off Wolverhampton Street, 
Dudley. Anyone interested in joining is invited

Wheelie bins will be 
rolled out to homes 

PEOPLE living in Dudley will have their plastic rub¬ 
bish sacks replaced with wheelie bins as part of a 
new waste collection service approved by council¬ 
lors. 

A total of 125,000 wheelie bins will be rolled out 
to residents in the borough as part of the £2.5million 
project, aimed at encouraging people to reduce the 
amount of rubbish they throw away. 

Councillor Tracy Wood, cabinet member for the 
environment, told a recent full council meeting that 
the scheme would begin in May, with everyone 
expected to get their new bins within 18 months. 

She also pledged help for those who may struggle 
to move their bins. 

It is hoped the plan will save the council £250,000 
a year.

Club gets extra boost 


HOT on the heels of getting 
thousands of pounds to refur¬ 
bish its 88-year-old cricket 
pavilion, Stourbridge Cricket 
Club has been given more 
money to finish the project. 

Just a few weeks ago, the cricket club 
was awarded £42,000 to fund the 
restoration. 

Now it has been given another £500 
from The Anthony and Gwendoline 
Wylde Memorial Charity to put the fin¬ 
ishing touches on the project. 

Club spokesman Mark Ashbourne 
said: “The work includes replacing the 
wooden sub-floor, relaying drainage, a 
new umpires’ changing room, new ceil¬ 
ings, new resin flooring and additional 


toilets. The new funding will be used to 
provide additional storage within the 
changing rooms for the storage of 
junior practice equipment,”he added. 

The transformation has been going 
on at the War Memorial Athletic 
Ground on Amblecote High Street in 
recent months. 

Stourbridge secured the £42,000 
from Sport England’s Places People 
Play Inspired Facilities Fund, the Cory 
Environmental Trust in Britain and 
Dudley Council’s Stourbridge Area 
Committee and contributions from 
ADS Supply Ltd and HS Richards Ltd.

She said: “I am looking forward to 
watching Stourbridge Cricket Club go 
from strength to strength in the coming 
months and years. ” The MP helped the 
club to raise money towards the refur¬ 
bishment of its changing rooms and 
shower area. 


Pair sentenced for raid 
bid on cannabis factory 


TWO men have been handed suspended 
jail sentences after they were caught 
trying to burgle a cannabis factory near 
Merry Hill Shopping Centre. 

Farooq Chaudhary, aged 26, and Marcus 
Ranger, 34, were found guilty of attempted 
burglary. 

Dudley Magistrates’ Court heard the 
two were part of a group of three caught at 
the illegal factory on Colombus Avenue, 
just after midnight on June 18 last year, 
after a neighbour raised the alarm. 

Chaudhary, of Lissimore Drive, Tipton, 
and Ranger, of Uplands Road in Dudley, 
denied the offences but were found guilty 
on January 30. 

On the same day Chaudhary was also 
convicted of failing to surrender to answer 


police bail on September 6 and Ranger 
convicted of the same from September 21. 

District Judge Michael Wheeler said the 
two still denied culpability for the crimes, 
adding that father-of-two Ranger was 
more at fault than Chaudhary, who had 
been called upon to provide his Mercedes 
as the transport. 

For Chaudhary, Mr Jahangeer Aslam 
said he and his partner were expecting 
their first child next month. 

Ranger was sentenced to 18 weeks in 
jail, suspended for 18 months. 

He was also ordered to do 200 hours’ 
unpaid work. 

Chaudhary was given a 12-week term, 
suspended for 12 months, and must do 150 
hours’ community work.

Plans for £2.6m revamp 
at park are submitted 


A £2.6 MILLION revamp of a park 
used by thousands from across 
the region has moved a step 
closer after plans for the project 
were lodged by council bosses. 

The scheme at Stourbridge’s Mary 
Stevens Park includes creating a new cafe 
and restoring the bandstand. 

Improvements would also be made to the 
Heath Pool, to include a viewing platform, 
and the war memorial. 

Sports facilities including the tennis 
courts and bowling green will also be refur¬ 
bished under the plans drawn up by Dudley 
Council. Bosses are bidding for cash from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund to cover the cost. 

A second round application is due to be 
submitted in the coming weeks. They have 
already been awarded an initial grant of 
£116,000 to develop the proposals. 

As part of the work, the main Grade II 
listed gates will be restored. Residents and 
councillors have long campaigned for them 
to be spruced up because the brick and iron¬ 
work has been showing signs of decay. 

Other work includes encourging greater 
use of the formal terrace and Tea Gardens as 
well as woodland in the east of the park. 

A “graffiti shelter” for teenagers will also 
be restored. It provides a display area for 
“the creative production” of graffiti within 
the park. New footpaths would also be 
created 

Councillor Tracy Wood said: “Mary 
Stevens Park in Stourbridge is one of the 
most well-used parks in the borough.”

BETWEEN the Wars, 
Beaudesert Hall, the seat of 
the Marquis of Anglesey and 
home to the Pagets since 
Henry VIII hit hard times. 

A spendrift Marquis, death duties 
and diminishing income from estates 
had caused the Pagets to retreat to 
their Anglesey home, Plas Newydd. 
The once proud hall started to decay. 
No buyer came forward and eventually 
the interior fittings were put under 
auction. The hall stood empty until a 
fire made it unsafe and it was mainly 
demolished leaving just a few walls 
standing. 

An Australian couple on honeymoon 
were having a mansion built on ground 
given as a wedding present and they 
bought a large proportion of the fit-

tings and windows from the hall and 
had them shipped back to their home 
town of Adelaide. 

The fittings included the famous 
Waterloo Staircase, which had been 
specially designed so the newly created 
Marquis of Anglesey could negotiate 
the stairs with his wooden leg. 

Paget, then the Earl of Uxbridge, 
was second in command at Waterloo, 
and had his leg sawn off after it being 
severely wounded. He his reputed to be 
the first person to have a wooden leg 
with a knee joint and was able to dance 
as well as he had before he lost his limb. 

The aerial photo shows the Adelaide 
mansion, known as Carrick Hill, one of 
the few period homes in Australia to 
survive with its original contents 
almost completely intact and one of 


only a handful of such places open to 
the public in the country. 

The others show Beaudesert Hall 
before demolition and the long gallery 
with some fine fittings. 

My local photo book, now out of print 
and showing some photos of 
Beaudesert Hall was presented to the 
Carrick Hill House Trust by my friend 
John Ashley on a visit.

The £24 million project will mean shorter 
journeys for patients from Kidderminster 
needing treatment. Preparation work for 
the centre, which has been in the pipeline 
for around five years, has started with the 
site being cleared ready for construction to 
begin. 

Contractors will build the new centre on 
the existing accident and emergency depart¬ 
ment car park at Worcestershire Royal Hos¬ 
pital, Worcester. The first phase of 
groundwork in preparation includes the 
removal of lighting and electrical supplies 
and the clearance of trees and vegetation. 

To limit disruption to birds, this will be 
completed before nesting season starts in 
early March. It will have five radiotherapy 
bunkers, two CT scanner rooms, two treat¬ 
ment rooms and three consultancy rooms. 

There would also be administrative 
offices, workshops and control rooms, recep¬ 
tion and waiting room areas. 

It will be a welcome boost for patients in 
the county who currently have to travel to 
Wolverhampton, Coventry or Gloucester for 
their cancer treatment. It is expected that 
construction work on this centre can com¬ 
mence during April and it’s hoped it will be 
ready to open in 2014.

Addict chased his father 
with axe in family feud

A DRUG addict chased his father 
with an axe after first embedding 
the weapon in his car windshield. 

Christopher Smart had only been 
arrested days earlier for throwing a concrete 
block through the window of his mother’s 
vehicle. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard how 
Smart’s mother heard a loud noise and 
when she went to investigate she saw a large 
lump of concrete had been put though her 
car. The court was told how the defendant 
had drug issues and become estranged from 
his parents which sparked the feud. 

After carrying out the act on his mother’s 
car on September 23 last year, Smart of 
Hungerford Road, Stourbridge, was 
arrested, admitted the crime and was bailed. 

When his father went to check on the 
property in Hungerford Road, three days 
later, he saw his 23-year-old son wielding a 
six-inch knife and an axe embedded in the 
windshield of his car. 

The court heard Smart began shouting 
“you’re going to get it now.” 

He then dropped the knife, grabbed the 
axe and continued to chase his father before 
throwing it at him. Miss Kate Thomas, 
defending, said: “I have had a long and 
heartfelt conference with Mr Smart’s family 
who intend to support him.” 

Smart was given a 12-month community 
order and is required to carry out six months 
of rehab and 12 months of supervision. He is 
also required to take a behaviour pro¬ 
gramme.

I nfluenced by both mainland 
Scotland and Scandinavia, the 
Shetland Islands is a location like 
no other. For award-winning writer 
Anne Cleeves, the uniqueness and 
sense of place made it an ideal 
setting for her novel Red Bones, a 
traditional British crime drama with a 
unique twist. 

Cleeves’ work has been adapted 
into the two-part drama Shetland 
being shown on consecutive nights, 
with Douglas Henshall assuming the 
role of Detective Jimmy Perez, a 
native Shetlander and widower who 
has decided to return home with his 
step-daughter so she can be near her 
biological father. 

Needless to say, it’s not too long 
before his professional skills are called 
upon when a young archaeologist 
discovers a set of human remains that 
could be more recent than may be 
considered appropriate. 

Henshall’s Scottish accent is, of 
course, entirely genuine, though 
he was born in urban Glasgow 
rather than the rural splendours of 
Shetland: “I always thought of 
Shetland as being a place that 
was so remote it was always in a wee 


box during the weather. Sometimes 
I wonder if people really know 
where it is or what it’s like, what the 
people are like and what goes on 
there.” 

A veteran of such TV dramas as 
Lipstick on Your Collar, Psychos and 
Primeval, Henshall is keen to dismiss 
notions that Perez fits into the same 
stereotype as so many other sleuths 
juggling their work with domestic 
obligations: “He’s not one of those 
haunted types with lots of problems, 
he’s actually a straightforward man 
who would just like a quiet life.” 

Adaptor David Kane is full of praise 
for the drama’s leading man: “Douglas 
makes a wonderful Perez, and gives 
the performance of his career.” 

Kane faced the unenviable task of 
taking someone else’s work and 
transferring it in a way that pleases all 
concerned, but it’s a craft he has 
honed over the years. “The biggest 
consideration when adapting a novel 
for TV is to get the essence of the 
story the writer wanted to get across 
even if you have to change certain 
parts of the plot.” Some of the 
alterations can be quite radical, even 
to the point of supplementing the _ 


characters, which he did here by 
creating DC Alison Macintosh. “I 
created Tosh to work with Perez, in 
the hope the warmth of their 
relationship would counterbalance the 
darkness of the story,” he adds. 

Writer Cleeves admits it’s a little 
unnerving seeing her written work 
played out before her eyes: 
“Occasionally the dialogue is 
taken almost exactly from the book 
and that is a bit spooky, as if my 
characters have come to life. Usually 
though, although the adaptation 
captures the spirit of the original, it’s 
quite a different form. I can watch it 
and enjoy it as any other viewer 
would’.’ 

The hope is that a warm reception 
to Shetland will lead to a further 
commission. After all, Cleeves has 
written a quartet of tales set on the 
islands. 

And anyone thinking the Shetland 
region is low on population and 
therefore has limited potential for 
serious crime has clearly learned 
nothing from the likes of Bergerac and 
Midsomer Murders. There are some 
strange folk living in wild and lonely 
places... _

Hot hatch with high performance, 
low price tag and is big on style 


By lain Dooley 


IMPRESSIVE performance 
numbers and an attractive price 
are two important attributes of 
Seat’s latest Ibiza hot hatch. 

The telltale sign is the Spanish car 
maker’s use of its trademark Cupra brand¬ 
ing, something fans of Seat’s GTI-baiting 
cars recognise as heralding the arrival of the 
firm’s flagship hot supermini. 

Value for money is one thing but looks can 
make or break a car. 

Seat has cleverly chosen to give the Ibiza 
a relatively low-key Cupra makeover, with 
the regular car’s already distinctive sharp 
lines and squat stance doing most of the 
work. 

Plus the Cupra’s low ride height, bespoke 
bumpers, black mirror housings, central 
tailpipe and LED running lights give you a 
classy-looking hatch that’s neither brash 
nor a wallflower. 

Seat might be keen to promote its Spanish 
roots but the upside of being part of the 
mighty Volkswagen Group is the ability to 
make full use of its extensive parts inven¬ 


tory. Every so often you’ll find a few gems in 
the parts bin, and helping the Ibiza Cupra to 
achieve its segment-busting performance 
figures is the Volkswagen Group’s hi-tech 
180 horsepower, 1.4-litre turbo and super¬ 
charged petrol engine. 

The engine’s trick is to combine the meas¬ 
ured low-down response of the supercharger 
with the turbo’s more immediate response 
at the upper end of the performance scale. 

Owners of Skoda’s second-generation 
Fabia vRS hot hatch will be familiar with 
this experience given that the car shares the 
same engine with the Ibiza. 

Reinforcing 

As such, the Ibiza’s 1841b/ft torque figure 
is accessible from a lowly 2,000rpm. And it’s 
a contributing factor to the car’s brisk 6.9 
second 0-62mph sprint time. 

Reinforcing the benefits of cross¬ 
company parts sharing, the Ibiza also boasts 
the same seven-speed DSG gearbox as the 
Fabia. 

The upshot is a transmission adept at 
responding swiftly to driver inputs. Left 
alone, it’ll quickly and smoothly shift up to 
a high ratio in a bid to maximise fuel 
economy and refinement. 

However, when you want to press on, 
downshifts are quick and taking manual 
control via the steering wheel paddles 


allows you to better match your speed to a 
gear of your choosing. Considerable effort 
has been made by Seat’s engineers to tune 
the Ibiza Cupra for a variety of road condi¬ 
tions, and it’s clear that the car’s noticeably 
pliant ride is a welcome step forward over 
the old model. 

That said, pitch and roll has been kept in 
check, allowing you to attack corners with 
considerable enthusiasm, with the result 
that your confidence remains high and you 
never feel tired or bruised after a session 
behind the wheel. Of course, the Ibiza’s 
sports front seats can also take some of the 
credit. 

An important factor in the Ibiza’s behav¬ 
iour is its steering, which delivers a good 
balance of weight, accuracy and assistance. 
Coupled with an array of trick traction and 
stability systems - including a clever elec¬ 
tronic differential control - you can push the 
car hard, safe in the knowledge that it’s 
working with and not against you. 

Seat knows that the ownership experi¬ 
ence is about more than just the driving, 
which is why the Ibiza Cupra comes with a 
generous level of standard kit. 

Granted, you’d expect the car to possess 
good brakes, and the standard stoppers do 
the job nicely. 

The optional larger diameter AP-branded 


items should improve matters if you’re 
partial to track days and routinely enjoy 
driving the car enthusiastically on the road. 

But it’s the non-performance bits that 
should also impress and, crucially, help 
sweeten the ownership experience when 
you’re grinding your way through town on a 
Monday morning. 

Bi-xenon headlights plus LED daytime 
running lights, climate control and rain¬ 
sensing wipers are joined by a bespoke mul¬ 
timedia system offering navigation, a 
Bluetooth phone connection plus audio 
streaming, voice control and a comprehen¬ 
sive trip computer. 

Handsome 

It’s clear, then, that the Ibiza Cupra is 
easily more than just the sum of its Volkswa¬ 
gen Group parts. 

The car’s handsome exterior gives little 
away as to its real-world performance poten¬ 
tial. 

Once behind the wheel, however, its com¬ 
pliant ride, responsive DSG gearbox and 
flexible petrol motor combine to deliver a 
rounded experience that belies the car’s 
180-on-paper horsepower rating. 

Fun, engaging and refined in equal 
measure, Seat’s generosity with a long list of 
standard kit is the icing on the cake.

Available in two unique trim levels 
called S and SE, the ProCee’d also has 
two engine options. 

Both 1.6 litres in size, the 133bhp 
GDi petrol is £1,100 cheaper than the 
126bhp CRDi diesel but the latter 
achieves C02 emissions of lOOg/km 


and qualifies for free road tax and con¬ 
gestion charge exemption. 

A dual-clutch automatic gearbox is 
available, but only on the petrol 
engine. Performance changes for S and 
SE models though, despite sharing 
engines.
